account it Is essential that proper 
attention b e given all centers of in­ 
fection. The victim must overcome 
poor sleeping hab its, and give him ­ 
self sufficient rest, fresh air and 
sunshine. These are 
factors that 
must not b e overlooked. 
The undernourished child should 
b e taught proper eating hab its. It 
is always a mistake to 
force The 
child to eat. b ut he should b e en­ 
couraged to do so. The diet should 
b e simple, nutritious and varied. 
Rest After Meal 
It is a good plan
